VENEZUELA’S ATTENTION 


CALLED TO THE REPORT 


Not Believed Government 
of Venezuela Would Be 
Party to Alienation of Ter- 
ritory, Though Temporary. 
At Any Rate, the United 
States Proposes to Prevent 
Germany Getting Island. 


Washington, June 2.—Reports have 


reached the government from a source 
described as reliable that Getmany 1s 
attempting to get control of the island 


of Margarita, off the coast of Vene- 
base. 


The state department has forwarded 
the information received to Venezuela 
for the consideration of Venezuelan of- 
ficials. 

The exact nature of the advices is 
withheld, but officials permitted it to 
become known today that the report 
had caused some concern here. They 
indicated that they had positive con- 
firmation of overtures designed to se- 
eure control of the island, but that 
they were uncertain whether the ef- 
fort had met with any degree of suc- 
cess. 

Officials do not believe that the gov- 
ernment of Venezuela would be a par- 


ty to any such alienation of territory, 


even though temporary. Venesuela is 
ene of the South American govern- 
ments that have joined in protesting 
against submarine warfare as con- 
ducted by Germany, although her tech- 
nical position remains one of neu- 
trality.

It is suggested here that Vene- 
zuela’s accession to the German over- 
tures in the case of Margarita is ren- 
dered very unlikely by the fact that 
Venezuelan officials could not fail to 
realize the seriousness of passage of 
the island to the control of an enemy 
ef the United States. It is pointed out 
that the cession would be a clear vio- 
lation of the Monroe doctrine and 
would undoubtedly call for energetic 
and prompt opposition by this govern- 
ment. 

Margarita is off the northern coast 
of Venezuela, near the southeastern 
corner of the Caribbean sea and with- 
in striking distance of the Panama 
canal. It is about 500 miles from 
Culebra and 1,000 from Colon. Its ad- 
jacent waters, including the Gulf of 


Cariacoa, would make it an admirable 
naval base.

New York, June peer Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Although Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg and Emperor William as- 
sert that the Anglo-French offensive 
on the western front has failed after 
seven weeks of effort, a French official 
statement declares that the Germans 
lost more than 52,000 prisoners alone 
during the French and British drives 
against the German lines. 

Emperor William writes the German 
Empress that the fighting in France 
has reached a “certain conclusion.” 
Since April 1 the British have advanced 
on a front of twenty miles from Loos 
to south of Bullecourt to an extreme 
depth of six miles east of Arras. Field 
Marshal Haig’s men have taken Vimy 
ridge, dominating the plains of Douai, 
and have virtually surrounded Lens and 
St. Quentin, and have held their gains 
against desperate and repeated German 
attacks, while inflicting heavy losses. 

In the same time the French have 
advanced along a 15-mile front north 
of the Aisne and seiged the heights 
dominating the valley of the Ailette 
river, 
Laon. In Champagne the French troops 
in intrepid attacks have gained the 
heights of Mont Carnillet, the Casque, 
the Teton and Mont Haut, to the east 
of Rheims. All the French gains have 
been held. Repeated attacks by the 


German crown prince against the cap- 
tured positions have been made without

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Government May Provide 
Flat Policy of $4,000 on 
Every Fighting Man—De- 
fense Council Considering 
Plan. 


Washington, June 2.—Plans for is- 
suing $4,000 free government insurance 
on the life of every American soldier 
and sailor during the war in lieu of 
pension arrangements will be taken 
up next week by the Council of National 
Defense. A report prepared by Assist- 
ant Secretary Sweet, of the. commerce 
department, ready to be submitted. 
urges that the insurance be provided 
through legislation before American 
troops are sent to France. 

The defense council took up the ques- 
tion some weeks ago and turned the 
whole subject over to the department 
of commerce for investigation. The re- 
port now ready offers a long list of 
arguments showing the advantage of 
working out a compensation system 
before American lives are lost in the 
war. ; 

The plans as, prepared provide for a 
flat insurance Of $4,000 on the life of 


government insurance bureau wou 

handle the whole subject and there 
would be provision for a system of in- 
surance by which officers and men 


higher than the $4,000 free policy by 
paying premiums at peace rates. 

Insurance companies, it is said, are 
ready to approve the scheme if assured 
the government will not continue in the 
insurance business after the war. War 
hazards are so great that few compa- 
nies are anxious to insure soldiers and 
sailors except at high premiums, but 
officials have been told many companies 
who have on their lists men now in the 
military and naval services have not ad- 
vanced their premium rates. 

At the end of the war the govern- 
ment, it is suggested, could turn over 
to insurance companies its premium war 
business, dropping the flat $4,000 poli- 
cies on all who leave the service but 
continuing it on men who remain in 
the army or navy. 

One argument advanced for the in- 
surance plan is that it would improve 
the morale of the troops, since many 
would go into battle much more will- 
ingly if assured their dependents would 
be cared for if they were killed. The 
plan would provide also insurance for 
partial or total disability. In case of 
death the insurance would be paid in 
installments whose amount would be 
determined by a government § board. 
\Government officials are convinced the 


lem is to meet it beforehand. The 
history of the pension system since the 
civil war has shown many abuses which 
it is hoped to avoid by providing in- 
surance before men are killed. 

Many officials hold that since many 
men who will be drafted will be drawn 
from occupations in which government 
and state laws compel compensation for 
injury or death, the government cannot 
subject a man to more risk than he 
encounters in, his usual occupation and 
not make compensation if he is wound- 
ed or killed. 

The success of the government war 
risk insurance bureau, which has paid 
out large sums for ship losses, is point- 
ed to as argument that the government 
itself can ar the risk. The govern- 
ment free of enormous overhead charg- 
es, can carry extra insurance on sol- 
diers and sailors at a much smaller 
cost than can corporations.

Washington, June 2.—An increased 
vegetable diet was urged on the Amer- 
ican ‘people today by Herbert C. Hoov- 
er as a means of conserving the supply 
of staple foodstuffs. In an appeal to 
the country’s housewives Mr. Hoover 
emphasized the allies’ needs of staples 
and the probable needs of this country 
next winter. 

“We want the American people to in- 
crease the proportion of vegetables in 
their diet for many reasons,” Mr. Hoov- 
er said. ‘Vegetables, including pota- 
toes, cOmpose but a small fraction of 
the diet of the Americans, considered 
as a nation. 

“Of the total foodstuffs, in terms of 
units, only about 14 per cent are sup- 
plied in the form of vegetables, while 
some 40 per cent arises from cereal 
products, including bread, 20 per cent 
from various animal products and 13 
per cent from sugar.

We must realize that to relax the

to our allies.’

Four columns were sent in quick suc- 
cession against the Teton and the 
Casque on the night of May 30. They 
came on stubbornly in spite of heavy 
punishment by the French guns until 
some fractions got to the French 
trenches, where Carats. hand-to-hand 
fighting occurred. The French bayonets 
drove the Germans back each time ex- 
cept at one point where they held on 
until morning, when they were driven 
out. The 8 1 of the French 
trenches and the barbed-wire entangle- 
ments were thick with German dead 
after this futile effort, 

German Lesses Very Heavy. 

Grand Headquarters of the French 
Armies in France, June From a 
Staff Correspondent of the Associated 
Press.) — The Germans have sacrificed 
hundreds killed and thousands wounded 
in their vain efforts to regain the 
range of hills comprising Mont Carnil-. 
let, the Casque, the Teton and Mont 
Haut, to the east of Rheims, Since May 
20 their fruitless assaults have num- 
bered sixteen. 

The last important assault was car- 
ried out on the night of May 30, and for 
this selected German regiments were 
especially trained and rehearsed behind 
their own lines, before they were 
thrown against the French lines. But 
they only met with disaster. On this 
occasion the first and second assaulting 
waves were everywhere annihilated be- 
fore they were half way to the French 
positions. A few men in the waves that 
followed obtained a footing in the 
French lines, and the flercest bayonet 
duels ensued, in which all the German 
assaulting forces were killed except in 
one trench, where a German detachment 
held out until daybreak. These men 
were then wiped out in the course of 
a French counter attack. 

A visit to Mont Carnillet demonstrat- 
ed the importance the Germans attach- 
ed to this place and the extraordinary 
preparations made to hold it in order 
to preserve the observatories from 
which the Germans were able to watch 
the French artillery. Inside the hill 
the Germans had excavated a tunnel 
with three exits on the northern slopes. 
There was epace sufficient to hold three 
battalions with ten days’ rations, and 
— ammunition depots. Above the tun- 
nel were many deep shelters and ma- 
chine gun emplacements and pits for 
grenadiers. 


» French Won the Crest. 


The existence of this tunnel was un- 
known until the French offensive on 
April 17, when after the first French 
waves passed, the German occupants 
eortied and fired upon them from the 
rear. On May 20, after terrific artillery 
preparation with sixteen-inch and gas 
shelis, the French made a second at- 
tempt, and won the crest and the north- 
ern slopes of Mont Carnillet. The 
French awaited a counter attack from 
the garrison of the tunnel similar to 
that of the 17th, but none occurred. 

A German officer, captured near one 
of the ventilation shafts of the tunnel, 
also expressed astonishment at the ab- 
sence of reaction by his comrades.

Will Rank High in United States. 

The two schools are Class A insti- 
tutions, and among the strongest in 
the south. As the Atlanta-Southern 
Dental college, with the combined 
forces and student bodies, there will be 
only four other colleges in the United 
States equally as large. 

The new institution, listing the grad- 
uates of the dental depatment of the 
Southern Medical college, the Atlanta 
Dental college, and the Southern Dental 
college, will have an alumni of more 
than 2,000 dentists all over the United 
States. 

The new charter not only allows for 
the conferring of the degree of doctor 
of dental surgery, but also permits the 
establishment of a course for the train- 
ing of graduate dental nurses. This de- 
partment will in all probability be in- 
augurated at an early date. Also it is 
the plan of the college to form a post- 
graduate course for the practitioners of 
dentistry.

Hilliard street 125 feet east of its 
present direction, but this proposed 
change did not meet. with general fa- 
vor at the meeting. It was also pro- 
posed to straighten North Jackson 
street and to do away with Summit 
avenue and run a straight avenue 
through the territory. 

The plan also proposes to cut down 
the hills and fill up the hollows south 
of Forrest avenue and up to Pine 
street. 

Mr. Collier said that the suggested 
way to raise the money for the pro- 
posed changes and parks was to as- 
sess the property owners on the va- 
rious streets, those on North Jackson 
and the Boulevard to be assessed $5 
per front foot and down to 81 per 
front foot on the less important 
streets. , 

The commission had made arrange- 
ments for an inspection and report on 
the burned area of Charles W. Leavitt, 
the noted New York landscape archi- 
tect, who would be in Atlanta next 
Saturday. There was some opposition 


to calling in the services of a high- 
priced landscape expert, but the ma- 
jority appeared to favor the action of 
the commission in this matter. 

Dr. DeLos Hill, who made a supple- 
mentary report for the commission, said 
that the members of that body had 
never dreamed of the dimensions of the 
task set out for them until they had 
set themselves down to work. Insurance 
on the burned property was four and 
a quarter millions and the amount of 
values involved was at least double 
that, so that their task had been equal 
to the planning of six or eight big 
buildings such as the Healey or Candler 
building. The most important thing 
that had confronted the commission 
was the matter of separating the races 
and they had been agreed on that. They 
had determined to call into conference 
the leading negro property owners of 
the destroyed district, but there had 
not yet been time for that. 

The commission, he said, would have 
to ask for more time in which to com- 
plete its work and property owners 
would have to be patient, not dispose 
of their property at a sacrifice or ar- 
range for rebuilding cheap houses in 
the meanwhile. 

The commission was progressing as 
rapidly as it could, having held meet- 
ings daily during the week with the 
exception of Friday. A committee of 
the chamber of commerce was formu- 
lating plans of its own to be furnished 
to the commission. The best of expert 
advice was needed and for that reason 
it was determined to call in Mr. Lea- 
vitt, a landscape authority with inter- 
national reputation. This action had 
been taken on the suggestion of Haral- 
son Bleckley, the Atlanta architect, who 
offered his services to the commission 
free of charge. « 

“We have the opportunity of a life- 
time,” said Dr. Hill. “We must not 
leave our property as it was before the 
fire. The history of all great confla- 
grations shows that land values are de- 
cidedly increased. The value of the 
ground involved in this fire can be dou- 
bled and it all depends on the unity of 
action that we pursue in carrying out 
any good plan of improvement. 

“Hasty action will result in a worse 
district than before the fire. Good, 
high-class residences cannot be built 
without co-operation. No man is going 
to put a five or ten thousand dollar 
house next door to a hovel.

R. R. Commissions Report Shows 
Healthy Condition of Ga. Lines 


The forty-fourth annual report of 
the state railroad commission for the 
year ending December 31. 1916, which 
has just been transmitted to the gov- 
ernor, shows a much healthier condi- 
tion of public utilities than has ever 
before existed in Georgia, perhaps, the 
gross earnings for 1916, in most in- 
stances, showing increases, while the 
operating expenses have either not in- 
creased or have failed to increase in 
the same proportion as gross earn- 
ings. 

The report also makes a number of 
recommendations to the next session 
of the general assembly, important 
among which is the commission’s re- 
quest for power to order in its dis- 
cretion the elimination of railroad 
grade crossings or to safeguard these 
crossings otherwise, in order to re- 
duce the number of accidents at grade 
crossings. 

The commission also recommends

that the code be amended-so as to al- 
low the commission to make public in

The report goes in some detail into 
the car shortage situation, which was 
the source of the more serious of the 
514 complaints received by the commis- 
sion in 1916.

“The most serious complaints lodged with 
the commission during the past winter have 
been as to car and equipment shortage ‘on 
the railroads of the state. While much of 
this trouble has been due to freight conges-

“Concurrently with the return of normal 
traffic conditions during 1915, and especi- 
ally during the past winter, prices of equip- 
ment have greatly increase has also 
been difficult to secure prompt deliveries 
even at increased prices. 

“Of the ten trunk lines operating in Geor- 
gia, six had fewer ight cars in service 
on June 80, 1916, than in 1913, notwith- 
standin there was a much heavier tonnage 
of traffic in 1913.

“Locomotives in service, June 380, 1916,

Washington, June 2.—(Special.)—De- 
spite any uncertainty over the loca- 
tign of any other army cantonment, it 
may be set down as established beyond 
the peradventure of doubt that a semi- 
permanent camp, to accommodate at 
least one division of 28,000 men and 
12,000 animals, will be located at Sil- 
ver Lake, northeast of Atlanta. 

The contract for construction will 
probably be let on Monday. 

Major General Wood, commanding 
the department of the southeast, ap- 
proves the site. He was particularly 
impressed with the transportation fa- 
cilities and the available water supply. 

Silver Lake is one and one-half miles 
from the center of the camp and will 
afford a splendid bathing place for the 
men in the summer. 

James Nesbit Hazelhurst, chairman of 
the civilian board which is advising 
the quartermaster’s department of the 
army on problems of camp location 
and construction, was in conference for 
several hours today with Colonel I. W. 
Littell and a number of able civilian 
engineers acting as consulting board in 
regard to engineering details of con- 
structions. 

“Definite plans have not yet been ab- 
solutely completed,” said Mr. Hazel- 
hurst. “We are striving to get things 
standardized. I have made a complete 
report as chairman of the examining 
board, dealing with every physical de- 
tail, such as the location of the build- 
ings, water supply and sewerage sys- 
tem, the location of railroads and other 


physical characteristics of the proposed 
camp. 

“The camp will cover seven hundred 
acres, and will have a water supply 
and sewage disposal system independ- 
ent of the city of Atlanta.” 

Almost as many engineering problems 
inust be met and solved in the estab- 
lishment of a semi-permanent camp of 
this sort as in laying out a city, for the 
camp will be the homes of from 28,000 
to 56,000 men, depending upon whether 
one or two divisions of the new con- 
script army are to be located there. 

The men will come from Georgia, 
Florida and Alabama, and it is more 
than probable that some of the soldiers 
from northwestern states will be sent 
to Atlanta on account of the rigorous 
weather in their home states and the 
advantages of Atlanta’s climate for 
winter training purposes. 

Mr. Hazelhurst has also held several 
conferences with officials of the South- 
ern railroad, whose lines run through 
the Silver Lake plant site, in regard to 
problems of transporting men and ma- 
terial to the camp. Every detail will 
be worked out so that everything will 
reach the camp On schedule as needed. 

Atlanta contractors who are here to 
bid on the construction work expect 
that a decision will be made on Mon- 
day. It is not yet known who will 
get the job, but it is more than apt to 
be a local man. Senator Smith and 
Representative Howard are demanding 
that Atlanta contractors get a fair deal. 
Representative Howard has been sitting 
up nights with M. H. Tuttle and W. A. 
Starrett, representing the committee of 
the advisory commission of the Council 
of National Defense, who have made up 
the schedule and selected the kind of 
lumber that will be used for the camp.

From Punishment 


Craig Cofield’s Store, 
Which Was Used as Fort, 
Badly Damaged, But Ger- 
man Army Suffers Defeat, 
and So All's Well. 


If you were a Belgian and found 
your home and property ruined by the 
invading Germans, how would you 
feel? Try to imagine it, 

If you were a Frenchman, and you 
found that it had been necessary for 
the French to demolish your home in 
order to whip the Germans, how would 
vou feel then? Rather different, 
wouldn't you? 

That difference is just the factor 
which saved a number of boys who 
attend Crew street school from con- 


siderable trouble. 
Several days ago these boys decided 


to stage a mimic warfare of their own. 
They had read the papers and knew 
something of how things are done in 
the western front in Europe. They 
chose sides and named one army the 
Germans and the other the Americans. 

The “Germans” barricaded them- 
selves in an empty store which ad- 
joins the school and for a long time 
held out bravely. But, despite lack 
of cover and a deadly barrage fire, 
nothing could stop the attacking 
Americans and the end of the battle 
found the Americans victorious.

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URGED BY PUBLISHERS 


They Prefer Tax on Ad. Re- 
ceipts Rather Than In- 
crease of Postage. 


Washington, June 2.—War taxation of 
publishers’ advertising receipts rathep 
than increase of their postage rates 
was vigorously urged today by rep- 
resentatives of national publishing in- 
terests at an informal conference with 
—e who are redrafting the war tax 
bill. 

Newspaper, magazine, trade, religious, 
farm and many other publishing inter- 
ests joined in the plea which will be 
reported to the finance committee Mon- 
day when it resumes revision of the 
house war tax measure. A confidential 
draft of committee changes is being 
printed and the committee plans to de- 
cide how publications shall be taxed, 
to place the bill in final form, and to 
report it to. the senate before the end 
of next week. 

Publishers Asked to Suggest. 

Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
finance committee: Senator Penrose, 
senior republican member, and Senator 
Smoot received the publishers’ repre- 
sentatives today to thresh out the whole 
question of war taxes upon publications 
having the second class, or cent a pound, 
mailing rate. The publishers were ask- 
ed to suggest a taxation plan and 
unanimous recommendation of levying 
upon advertising receipts was the re- 
sult after an hour’s discussion. The 
increased postage rates would put many 
publishers out of business and could 
not be 1 along, the committee was 
told, while_a tax on advertising receipts 
could be met by increased advertising 
rates. 

The plan proposed by Senator Hard- 
wick and indorsed by the postoffice de- 
partment, to leave present postage rates 
on news portions of publications and 
heavily increase that on the advertising 
carried, was condemned by the 
ers as more detrimental to their inter- 
ests than the house zone system, al- 
ready rejected by the committee. 

In asking the publishers’ views, Sena- 
tor Simmons made it clear that the 
committee was determined to levy war 
taxes of some sort upon publishers. He 
suggested a combination postage and 
advertising tax, but the publishers pro- 
tested against any change whatever in 
mail rates. Senator Simmons pointed 
out that letter rates are to be increased 
one-half, postcard rates doubled and 
parcel post shipments taxed, adding 
that there was a strong. sentiment in 
congress against excepting second 
class mail entirely from the increase. 


Attitude of Publishers. 


“Newspapers are not desirous of es- 
caping a tax.“ the committee was told 
by Elbert H. Baker, of The Cleveland 
Plain Dealer, chairman of the legisla- 
tive committee of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ association, “but we 
would rather have a direct tax on ad- 
vertising receipts at a fair rate than 
any change in the postage rates. Such 
a change might become permanent. All 
of us prefer to have the postage ques- 
tion to be handled separately from 
war tax legislation.” 

To a statement by Senator Penrose 
that thousands of letters are being re- 
ceived by members of congress pro- 
testing against increasing letter rates 
if second class rates are allowed to 
stand, Mr. Baker replied that the “one 
cent letter postage league,” contributed 
to by manufacturers, was behind a 
ag pene of that kind. 

“This seems to be the psychological 
time, however,” Senator Simmons inter- 
jected, “for publishers to accept a pos- 
tage raise that is inevitable. 
paper prices are high, and the increase 
decided on might be less now than when 
conditions are changed.” 

A draft of an amendment suggested 
by Senator Simmons proposed to in- 
crease second class rates by 25 or 50 
per cent—to 1% or 1% cents a pound— 
with a tax on advertising receipts of 
1% per cent. This plan quickly was 
disapproved by the publishers. 


MANY ARE INDICTED

Chicago, June 2.—Indictments against 
twenty-five individuals and firms 
charging attempts to create monopolies 


of eggs in the Chicago market were re- 
turned before Judge Landis in the 
United States district court here today.

AND OVER 200 INJURED 


In Sections of Four States That 
Were Swept by Tor- 
nadoes. 


Kansas City, June 2.—Twenty-three 
persons were killed, more than 200 were 
injured and property valued at hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars was de- 
stroyed, according to advice today from 
the various communities in Oklahoma, 
Arkansas, Kansas and Missouri, which 
were swept by tornadoes late yesterday 
and last night. 

Coalgate, Okla, county seat of Coal 
county, and a mining center, suffered 
Se heaviest loss of life. Eleven per- 
~ons were killed there when a tornado 
described as a perpendicular pillar of 
clouds three miles high and audible 
six to eight miles away, swirled and 
twisted through the western end of the 
town. More than 150 houses were de- 
stroyed and a number of persons in- 
jured, some of them, it was stated could 
not recover. Special trains with nurses 
and doctors were sent to Coalgate from 
other cities. 

Coffeyville, Kan., suffered probably 
the heaviest financial loss, though no 
deaths were reported. Late estimates 
placed the property damage there at a 
half million dollars. More than thirty 
persons were injured, some seriously. 
The tornado took a course through the 
residence district and cut a path 
roughly one hundred and fifty yards 


wide. 

At Drake, Okla., five persons, all 
members of one: family, were killed. 
Two residences and e schoolhouse 
were destroyed there. 

One person was killed at Montana, 
Kan.; two at McCune, Kan., and one at 
Bartlesville, Okla. 

At Morse, Kan., three persons were 
killed, several others injured and ex- 
tensive property damage done. From 
the southern section of Missouri and 
from the mid-continent oil field of Ok- 
lahoma reports of heavy damage were 
expected to come today. 

In the great oil field many oil der- 
ricks were blown away and while no 
loss of life was reported, it was re- 
garded as impossible that all the host 
of workers could have escaped. 

The usual number of freaks of the 
storm began to be reported. At Drake, 
where five members of the family of 
W. A. Williams, including himself, wife, 
two daughters and a son, were killed, 
another son and infant, who could 
make no effort when the twister ap- 
proached were spared. 

The same tornado that played havoc 
with Coalgate rose, passed on a few 
miles and then dipped again and caused 
a heavy property loss and injured sev- 
eral persons at Lehigh. The roar of the 
tornado could be heard several miles 
away, witnesses declared, and many 
thousands were warned. 

The abnormal conditions which pro- 
duced the tornadoes, brought snow in 
western Kansas counties last night. 
One report declared the fall amounted 
to four inches at the Colorado line. 


AMERICAN UNIFORMS 
PROMINENT IN LONDON 


London, June 2.—American uniforms 
worn by Chicago and Philadelphia 
units of physicians and nerses now in 
London were in a prominent position 
at a remarkable open-air ceremony in 
Hyde park today, at which ing 
George awarded war decorations to 
350 officers and men of the British 
army. It was the most elaborate affair 
of the kind ever held in London. To- 
day’s ceremony gave the people of the 
metropolis the opportunity of seeing 
under the best possible conditions a 
royal ceremony in honor of the coun- 
try’s fighting men. 

The scene was laid under a warm 
summer’s day and a clear sky on the 
broad lawns of London’s central park 
with the waters of the famous Serpen- 
tine for a background. At the front 
of the open enclosure was a canopied 
pavilion for members of the rayol fam- 
ily, flanked by rows of chairs for the 
soldiers, sailors and nurses designated 
for decorations, together with the 
American delegations, representatives 
of the dominions and of Great Brit- 
ain’s allies, members of parliament 
and others. Behind the enclosure was 
ample space for thousands of the 
public. Representatives of the Ameri- 
can embassy were seated beside the 
French delegation. Ministers from 
Spanish-American countries were 
seated with the diplomatic delegations 
from the entente nations. 

King George, Queen Mary and other 
members of the royal family were es- 
corted from Buckingham palace by de- 
tachments of the life guards. As they 
reached the parade ground massed 
bands en the national anthem. 

The ing and queen were received 
by Field Marshal Viscount French and 
Premier Lloyd-George. The king 
stood on an elevated platform, while 
the persons to be decorated filed past 
one by one, saluted and received their 
awards: Among the first to be dec- 
orated were about a dozen who re- 
ceived the Victoria Cross. 


ACCIDENT ON MONGOLIA 
EXPLAINED BY DANIELS 


Washington, June 2.—@ecretary Dan- 
jels told the senate naval committee 
today that the naval gun accident on 
the ongolia was probably caused by 
the rebound of the brass cup used to 
hold the powder in the shell, and was 
perhaps due to a sudden shift in the 
wind. He said these cups have been 
in use for twenty years, but the Mon- 
golia accident was the first in naval 
records. 

The secretary expressed the opinion 
that the accident did not result from 
ee 

ear Admiral Earle, chief of the bu- 
reau of ordnance, said he could not ex- 
Plain the accident as a similar one had 
never occurred before. 

Admiral Earle told the committee 
the navy now had entirely abandoned 
the use of the brass powder cups in 
the shells, substituting wood and ex- 
E with papier-mache and 
cork. 

Experiments last Thursday at the 
Indian Head proving ground, the ord- 
nance chief said, have demonstrated 
that brass cups were responsible for 
premature bursting of shells, causing 
jamming of guns. Of the 89 old shells 
taken from the armament of the liner 
St. Louis, which experienced premature 
bursting of shells, Mr. Earle said, all 
were fired at Indian Head and none 
‘found defective. 

“By abandoning the brass cups,” he 
stated, we don’t expect any more cases 
of premature bursting.”

WHEN SUBMARINE 
FIGHTS SUBMARINE. 

London, June 2.—The report publish- 
ed in The Rhenische Westfalische Zei- 
tung, of Essen, that a German subma- 
rine, while submerged, rammed a Brit- 
ish submarine in the channel on April 
19, has been gossiped about here for 
some time, the British submarine hav- 
ing returned undamaged. 

This was the second incident of the 
kind this spring. In the previous case 
a British submarine dived for a rest on 
the bottom of the sea and landed 
sguarely on top of a German subma- 
tine similarly at rest, smashing in the 
German’s conning tower. The British 
craft, undamaged, remained on the 
helpless German U-boat for several 
ours in order to make certain that it 
was put out of commission. The Brit- 
ish boat finally rose to the surface and 
dropped a number of bombs to clinch 
the fate of the Germans. 


STILL CLOSER UNION 
OF CENTRAL EMPIRES 


Amsterdam, June 2.— (Via London.)— 
According to the Berlin Tageblatt, an 
important step toward a still closer 
union of the central empires has been 
taken in the organization of the “fed- 
eration of central Buropean states”, 
the organizers of which held an inau- 
gural meeting at Frankfort on Thurs- 
day under the presidency of the reichs- 
tag deputy, Herr Alpers. 

The main feature of the organiza- 
tion’s platform is: 

“The federation of the central pow- 
ers must now be put into practice by 
the participation of parliament.” 

Two hundred members of the reichs- 
tag are included in the 1,500 members 
of the new federation. Telegrams of 
greeting were sent to the German and 
Austrian emperors and their cabinets.

MEDICO ‘DIPLOMA MIL’ 


Atlanta’ Physician Haled Be- 
fore the State Board for 
Illegal Practices. 


Dr. J. A. McLeay, of Atlanta, was ex- 
amined before the state board of medi- 
cal examiners, in session at the capitol 
Saturday, for alleged wholesale dis- 
tribution of unauthorized doctor’s diplo- 
mas. Dr. McLeay, according to Dr. R. E. 
Hinman, president of the state board, 
admitted that he had been selling such 
diplomas, but claimed that he had a 
right ta do so under a modified char- 
ter of the defunct Southern College of 
Medicine and Surgery. 

A formal charge will subsequently be 
lodged against Dr. McLeay, it is under- 
stood, and his case has been set for 
hearing before the state board at the 
next meeting, on the second Tuesday 
of next October. 

Dr. Hinman stated that Dr. McLeay 
has been running a sort of “diploma 
mill.“ whereby for a stipulated sum any- 
body who wished might obtain from 
him an “M, D.” degree. 

Dr. MciLeay stated before the board 
that he is president of a corporation 
operating under an amended charter of 
the old Southern College of Medicine 
and Surgery, which went out of busi- 
ness sume two years ago for failure to 
maintain the standards required by the 
state board of medical examiners, Un- 
der this charter he claimed the right 
to issue diplomas. 

It was alleged during the course of 
the board’s inquiry, that Dr. McLeay 
sold these diplomas to men who sub- 
sequently went to Florida and there 
secured licenses before the florida 
board to practice in Florida.

President Corish Says the Mat- 
ter Is Up to the

Savannah, Ga., June 2.— Although, ac- 
cording to Président N. P. Corish, the 
South Atlantic league is scheduled to 
inaugurate the second half of its 1917 
season Monday, considerable doubt ex- 
ists tonight as to whether there will 
be a second half.

Copenhagen, June 7.—(Via London.) —

ABOUT SUBMARINE 


They Realize U-Boats Have 
‘Not Brought Peace Near- 
er, But Have Brought the 
United States Into War. 


Copenhagen, June 2.—(Via London.) 
Private advices from Germany tell of 
growing dissatisfaction among the peo- 
ple with the political results of the 
ruthless submarine campaign and the 
absence of any indications that it has 
brought the desired peace near to hand. 

During their long campaign for the 
‘unrestricted submarine warfare the 
advocates made very definite promises 
of immediate results. Two or three 
months,” was the phrase used every- 
where in regard to the time it would 
take to bring England to her knees, 
ready for peace. Even though the of- 
ficial propaganda has since declared 
the government bound itself to no par- 
tioular time to produce results, the 
prediction that they would be obtained 
in two or three months has remained 
in the pudlic mind. 

Grumblings Are Heard. 

Grumblings are now heard that al- 


though four months have passed Eng- 
land shows no signs of weakening, but 
seems determined to prosecute the war 
mo bitterly than ever.

Except on an exclusive egg farm, or 
where fancy stock is the object, hatch- 
ing may profitably be carried on during 
most of the year except the hottest 
months. Three main objects are at- 
tained by this out-of-season hatching: 
Winter broilers, spring roasters and 
-pullets that will begin laying later in 
spring than those hatched the previous 
spring, and will lay much later in au- 
tumn when eggs are high in price. 

For the small poultryman or farmer 
who uses hens for hatching, fall is an 
ideal time, provided warm buildings 
are available when the weather gets 
cold. Broody hens are more plentiful 
than ‘in early spring; the chicks can 
find more insects, seeds and greens; 
they are freer from inspect pests, and 
seem easier to raise than at any other 
time of year, Cool weather seems 
more favorable to growth. August is 
a good time to begin 3 

These fall-hatched chicks will usually 
find a good market as broilers in win- 
ter. If not they may be grown into 
good roasters by spring, at which time 
there is a brisk demand at high—in 
some cities, extremely high—prices. The 
8 if kept, will lay well after the 

ulk of hens have stopped in the fall, 
and then fresh eggs are almays high. 
Some keep only the most promising 
pullets for layers, turning the rest 
into roasters. The larger breeds are 
used mostly, and the cockerels are gen- 
erally caponized. 

I knew one pultryman who lost, in 
late summer, about all his spring- 
hatched White Leghorn pullets by wea- 
sels. He hatched a lot in September 
to replace them. These received extra 
good care, and he had them laying be- 
fore the end of February, fully as soon 
as some farmers get eggs from Sorine- 
hatched pullets. 


Pigeons as a Hobby.

been paid. 

‘Tis said that a man without a hobby 
hae something lacking in his make- 
up, and pigeons will fill the hobby bill 
from every standpoint. The bank pres- 
ident has his automobiles and golf, but 
the average man cannot afford these 
things, and so must have for his hobby 
something less expensive and some- 
thing that will pay a fair premium for 
the care and attention given. 

There is something fascinating about 
pigeons we can not resist, and the 
novice will soon become imbued with 
the same spirit, whether he is breeding 
fancy or utility. In both cases the 
breeder has his ideal, and his one am- 
bition is to reach the goal set for him- 
self by mating and breeding. The 
higher the standard set, the more in- 
teresting the task of accomplishing it.

Poultry in the Back Yard. 


From twelve to twenty-five hens are 
sufficient to provide the ordinary fam- 
ily with enough eggs and meat to ren- 
der the keeping of the birds worth 
while, according to poultry specialists 
in the United States department of ag- 
riculture. The amount of outdoor space 
the flock will require may be estimated 
at about 25 square feet for each bird. 
There are instances in which chickens 
have thrived with much less than this, 
but unless the soil is especially favor- 
able and the birds receive unusually 
good care, crowding is likely to prove 
* 

oultry specialists do not recommend, 
however, that everyone with the requi- 
site space at his disposal should go 2 
for chicken raising. Unless there is a 
natural interest in poultry or a deter- 
mination to make the flock a source of 
real economy, even if it does take time 
and trouble, the venture is not likely to 
prove successful. Lack of care may re- 
sult in disease that will sweep off the 
entire flock, and it is almost certain to 
cause a reduction in egg production that 
will make the birds a burden instead of 
a help. In some localities where mu- 
nicipal ordinances may prohibit the 
keeping of poultry within certain limits 
care should be taken that the poultry 
yard is not in a proscribed area. 

Space for a Flock. 

While it is possible to get along with 
25 square feet per bird, a larger space 
affording more green and insect food 
is very desirable. For one thing, the 
ordinary poultry. keepet wishes to per- 
petuate his flock, and the 1 of 
young chickens requires as much land 
as the keeping of mature hens. After 
she is two years old the best laying 
days of the average hen are over, and 
it usually pays to get rid of her. This 
means that half the flock must be re- 
newed each year. Since as many cock- 
erels as pullets will be hatched and a 
certain percentage are cértain to die, it 
is customary to hatch each year a few 
more chickens than there are hens in 
the flock. With a flock of 25, for ex- 
ample, about thirty chickens should Be 
raised. The same space must be allowed 
for these as for tne laying hens. The 
cockerels are consumed through the sea- 
son, being used either as broilers when 
they are about three months old, as 
fryers, or as roosters. 

It is also most desirable as a precau- 
tion against disease to divide the availa- 
ble area into two plats. On one of these 
the chickens are allowed to range while 
a green crop—wheat or oats, for ex- 
ample—is being grown for them on the 
other. The preliminary 1 under 
of the soil, the green crop, and freedom 
from chickens for a period serve to 
prevent the land from becoming con- 
taminated. 

Additional range, with the advantage 
of a large supply of insect feed for the 
birds, may sometimes be obtained where 
a vegetable garden is maintained. At 
different times in the growing season 
there are areas in the garden which are 
either idle or occupied only by crops 
that the hens will not touch. The birds, 
confined to these with the aid of a port- 
able fence, benefit without injury to the 
vegetables. 


Some Housing ed, 

An important item to be considered by 
those thinking of maintaining a home 
flock is the cost of the house. For 
some part of the year, at least, in al- 
most every section of the United States, 
chickens require the shelter of a tight, 
dry building. In planning the house, 
approximately 4 or 6 feet of floor space 
should be allowed for each bird. The 
height may be determined by the con- 
venience of the operator, for the birds 
themselves need only 2 or 3 feet. Such 
low houses, however, are very difficult 
to clean, and in consequence are likely 
to be neglected. It is better to build 
them so high that a man may work 
in them without discomfort. 

A not uncommon device is to use a 
piano box for a chicken house. e 
cost of these houses depends largely 
upon circumstances, though no esti- 
mate can be 2 It may be possible 
to find one the owner will de glad to 
give away; and, on the other hand, one 
may have to pay $1.60 or more for a box 
that is no better. By combining two

materials for a substantial chicken 
house may cost anywhere from 50 cents 
to $1 per bird, and it is not unlikely 
that with the present prices of com- 
modities of all kinds these figures will 
be somewhat low. Portable chicken 
houses are also on the market at costs 
varying greatly. The majority, how- 
ever, will 1 cost the owner from 
$1.50 to $2 for each bird sheltered by 
them. In any event, it is probable that 
lenty of spare lumbsr 
available and the prospective poultry- 
man happens to be a good carpenter: 
the cost of the chicken house will not 
be met by the value of the products over

or two. The house should last, how- 
ever, for a number of years, especially 
if painted and well cared for. Substan- 
tial profits from the investment should 
be made thereafter. 

In many cases, also, where the sur- 
roundings are such that the chickens 
cannot be allowed to range at will, the 
cost of fencing must be considered. This 
obviously will vary greatly with the 
size of the area to be inclosed and the 
kind of fencing selected. Ordinary 
chicken wire is not expensive, 


Cost ef Keeping Chickens. 


The actual 828 secured by the 
keeping of a small flock of chickens 
depends primarily upon their egg pro- 
duction, and this in turn is largely & 
matter of care. Under favorable con- 
ditions, however, it is estimated that 
150 eggs the first year and 120 the sec- 
ond is a fair return from the ordinary 
hen. On the other hand, at least from 
26 to 60 cents a year must be expended 
for grain and other feeds, the exact 
amount depending upon the 8 
of table scraps and green and insect 
food available. Where all the feed must 
be purchased, from $1 to $1.25 is allow- 
ed. Even in the most thrifty household, 
however, there is always a large quan- 
tity of table scraps, vegetable parin~s, 
and other “left-overs” for the hens, so 
that a considerable portion of their feed 
consists of what otherwise would be 
carried off the place by the garbage 


man. | 

Although of less importance than the 
eggs, the supply of poultry for the table 
furnished by the home flock is an item 
that cannot be overlooked. As has been 
pointed out, in a flock of 25 which the

Care of Baby Chicks. 


By B. F. Brigss, Schenectady, N. V. 

The country’s urgent need for greater 
food supply has caused a wonderful 
increase in the number of baby chicks 
now being raised. The family man 
has at last realized that a flock of 
chickens in his yard next fall may mean 
cheap food for the mouths dependent 
on him, while his improvident neigh- 
bor pays war time prices for poor 
and scarce goods. We are only now 
beginning to learn from the news re- 
ports the real conditions, and it is evi- 
dent that the shortage here and abroad 
is far more acute than has been or is 
even now admitted, and every family 
can help by raising some portion of 
what they will consume. 

It is one thing to hatch baby chicks, 
but another thing to raise them is often 
the comment of ones who have tried it 
and failed. While an enormous quan- 
tity of chicks is hatched each year, 
the number raised to maturity is much 
smaller, and the terrific percentage of 
loss is due either to inexperience or 
carelessness on the part of the own- 
er. The purpose of this article is to 
offer a few suggestions which may help 
to avoid this loss, especially among 
those which are raised by hand,” as 
are many thousands each year. Proper 
equipment, of course, is essential to 
successfully raise chicks in quantities, 
and brooding devices may be divided 
into two classes, the stove type and 
hover type. 

The coal burning brooder stove is 
a comparatively new development in 
brooding, the principle of which is a 
radiation of heat in all directions 
from the stove on to the floor, the 
chicks forming a circle at the dis- 
tance from the stove most comfort- 
able to them. The stoves are auto- 
matic in regulation and should be run 
at a heat sufficient to keep the circle 
of chicks outside the canopy. This 
type of. brooder requires the least time 
of. the operator, avoids raving aos by 
the chicks and allows them plenty of 
fresh air and room. 

The hover type of brooder oper- 
ates on the opposite principle, the 
chicks lying inside a curtain with the 
heat supplied from a hot air or hot 
water tank. The temperature under 
the hover should be kept about 100 
degrees the first few days, gradually 
dropping to 90 degrees the second 
week and 80 degrees the third week. 
The chicks should be carefully watch- 
ed, as, if the temperature is to their 
liking, they will lie comfortably 
stretched out and quiet. If too cool, 
they will stand up reaching for the 
heat and peeping. The hover curtain 
should just sweep the floor, allowing 
the chicks to push in or out as they 
wish. Care should be taken that the 
curtain is not too stiff or obstructed 
with litter, hindering the chicks in 
passing. Not more than seventy-five 
or a hundred chicks should be kept 
in this type brooder as the ventila- 
tion generally does not provide suffi- 
cient air for more. When putting 
newly hatched chicks in hovers, pro- 
vide a wire screen not over six inches 
from the curtain all around. This 
will keep the chicks from starying 
away from the hover, and may be 
moved out a little each day as the 
chicks grow, until they have learned 
the location of the heat and will run 
under hover when cold, when the 
screen may be removed. Do not close 
chicks tightly under hover at night, 
as heat may increase and injure them. 
If not closed in, they will move away 
if heat is too great. 

Many improvised brooders may be 
made for raising chicks in small quan- 
tities by ones who do not wish to in- 
yest in proper equipment. They re- 
quire the close attention of the oper- 
ator, and when carefully handled may 
be successfully used. 

A fireless brooder derives its heat 
from the animal heat of the chick’s 
body. Any box may be used of suit- 
able size, and corners must be rounded 
inside A cheese box is just right for 
26 to 60 chicks. For smaller numbers 
of chicks a proportionately smaller box 
must be used. Make a frame to fit in- 
side of the box, covering very loosely 
with quilt. Cover floor of box with lit- 
ter and suspend the frame about two 
inches from litter, or about the height 
of chick’s back. Cut opening in side 
of box, with wire door. For first two 
days keep chicks closed in hox, letting 
them out every few hours to eat and 
drink. When they show signs of being 
cold, put them back. By the third day, 
they should have grown enough to al- 
low them to run out into a small yard. 
They must still be watched, and if they 
seem cold, all should be shut in for an 
hour or more. When a week old, they 
should have learned to run in and out 
as they desire. An extra quilt should 
be provided and changed and aired 
each day, as it will become damp over 
night. Have no cover over top of box. 
As the chicks grow, quilt may be 
raised, but should always be low 
enough to touch their backs. Do not 
close entrance with solid door. 

Chicks may also be kept in small 
boxes, using stone jugs, fruit jars, hot- 
water bottles, te., for heat. Water 
should be changed as it cools and a 
quilt used to cover space around jug 
tent fashion, but do not wrap chicks 
closely against the jug. Always try 
and keep the jug hot enough that the 
chicks will move away rather than 
crowd against it. 

Next we come to nature’s brooder, 
the old hen. Many breeders procure 
a setting hen, allow her to set a few 
days until they are sure she is steady, 
and then at night removing the eggs 
and replacing with chicks. In almost 
every case e hen will bring off her 
brood next morn very proud of her 
suddenly acquired family. When kept 
this way, the principal enemy of chicks 
is head lice, and chi should be

The Bull to Select.

Can a poor man afford to buy a thor- 

oughbred Dull? We answer he can above 
all men, and the following are our 
reasons for saying 80: 
First. He cannot afford, nor dare he 
[from a financial standpoint, to make a 
mistake in his investment if he expects 
to increase his present holdings. 

Second. If he wishes to forge ahead, 
he must make his investments so that 
they will in each case help him to ac- 
cumulate. 

Third. For the reason that the thor- 
mem gree igs» bull is building up the stand- 
ard of his herd to a higher efficiency at 
all times. Again he cannot afford to 
make a mistake, for it takes too long to 
,rectify it. There is no standing still. 

He is either breeding up or down. 
There is no middle ground. 

Fourth. A scrub bull can ruin a herd 
| faster than three thoroughbreds can 
build it up. Again the offspring of 
the full-blood has a market the min- 
ute it is dropped.

my reader, will the other fellow do 
likewise.

They are 
worth much more to you than they 
cost. Personally, I would be very cau- 
tious of the man who tells me that he 
has full-blood stock to sell and that 
it is entitled to be registered, but for 
this reason or that has not been. I 
would be very careful to sift to the 
bottom his reason and then if I bougn 
would not pay more than the price for 
a grade animal of such breed. Don't 
buy them is my advice to you and it 
is the advice of every good breeder. 
Again in territories -where thorough- 
breds are scarce more care should be 
used in making the selection, for you 
not only damage your own herd and 
put it back by making a mistake, but 
you damage the herd of your neighbor 
should he purchase from you; where- 
as were you to handle the thoroughbred 
and get them started in your com- 
munity it will not be long till you can 
purchase your needed supply in your 
own community. Work at all times to 
build up your community. It costs 
you no more and in the end will cost 
rou very much less. In building up a 
erd keep the thought before you at 
all times, that the bull heading a herd 
is three-fourths the value of the herd 
from a breeders’ standpoint, and to 
show you what can be done, and what 
has bean done, we want to call your 
attention to one little incident that 
occurred very near us here. There 
lives in this immediate vicinity a 
‘roung man who had been sent to col- 
ege, and to agricultural school. After 
finishing his course in school he came 
home and tried to interest his father in 
the Holstein thoroughbred business. 
To this hisefather would not consent, 
saying that there was 2 in it, 
that the scrub and grade cattle gave 
just as much milk, and had just as 
much value. The opinion of the three 
brothers was the same as that of the 
father. What could the young man 
do? What did he do? Let me tell 
you. He bought a fine Holstein thor- 
oughbred heifer, one that had been 
bred to an exceedingly well-bred bull, 
and worked out away from home to 
ay for her. When she freshened she 
ad a fine heifer calf and gave more 
milk as a heifer than any cow in his 
father’s herd. This was not enough

They, too, freshen- 
ed in time and did remarkably well. 
During all this period the young man

Fall Gardens. 


Spring and summer garden crops 
have grown so slowly owing to the 
cool weather and drouth that it may 
seem to some as if it were too early 
yet to be thinking of preparing for 
fall gardens, but when we stop and 
realize that it is already past the first 
of June we will understand that it is 
high time to be making some head- 
way with certain crops if we wish 
these for fall use. With many of our 
people in the country as well as with 
still greater numbers of the cities, it 
has been the custom to make what 
might be called a spasmodic effort at 
gardening in the spring; we like the 
appearance and the small of the newly 
turned moist earth at that season of 
the year, but when it is dried by sum- 
mer’s heat and packed as hard as it 
often gets in summer, and when per- 
mH ge flows from the pores of one’s 
skin from the least muscular effort, 
we are inclined to neglect what lit- 
tle arden we may have and most 
certainly feel that it is a useless waste 
of time and money to attempt to grow 
anything more in our rdehs until 
way late in the fall or until the fol- 
lowing spring.

gore work throughout the entire year; 
t would seem that if we are ever to 
be paid for efforts put forth in a 
garden that it would be this year when 
all eatables are so high in price.

Letter From Reader. 


This week the following letter was 
received from a reader of the fore-

“After reading your. article, dated 
May 12, I wrote the following letter to 
one of my Yale classmates, who is now 
stock broker tn New Tork: 

“"Tt seems to me that some of the 
standard railroad stocks are a pretty 
good investment. Could I buy a few 
shares of Pennsylvanta, around 50; New 
York Central, around 90; Illinois Cen- 
tral, around 100; Union Pacific, around 

Louisville and Nashville, around 
120; Southern Pacific, around 90, etc.? 
I do not wish to Duy anything on mar- 
gin, but to buy the actual shares and 
lock them away.’ 

‘Under date of May 21 I received 
the following reply: 

„Although I do not think the rail- 
road shares you mention will have 
any immediate rise, on account of the 
unsympathetic “interstate. commerce 
commission, I suppose if one has the 
nerve to buy them now, some time 
in the future they ‘will show a hand- 
some profit though, if something is 
not done to relleve the situation now, 
many of our best roads will go to 
the wall. For the past two years Eu- 
rope has been sending us stock by 
every mall, and the big investors here 
have been liquidating, but relief must 
come, or, as I have said before, there 
will be disaster. I frankly tell . you 
that I have not the nerve myself to 
buy railroad shares at present. On 
the other hand, my experience tells 
me that when they go begging is gen- 
erally the time to buy.“ 

How is that for inspiring confidence? 
What would the owner of a corner 
grocery do to a clerk who would 
thus shoo away a customer who came 
into his store with his mind, made up 
what to buy? If one of. the trained 

alesmen now at work on the Lib- 
rty Bonds lucky enough to escape the 
essimism of his railroad friends had 
een asked for advice in the foregoing

ed something like this: , * 
“You were badly advised by your 
New York stock-broker friend. After 
you wrote him, New York Central de- 
clined to 86, Illinois Central to 100, 
Union Pacific to 128%, Southern Pa- 
cific to 88%.

The bill restricts drastically the 
storing of foodstuffs, fuel and other 
necessities and speculation in futures 
and carries a total propriation of 
approximately $11,000,000.

Restricting Futures Trading. 


The amendment restricting futures 
trading, written by Senator Nelson and 
voted into Dee 37 to 17 just before 
passage, provides:

“Any person violating any of the 
ovisions of this act shall be pun- 
shed by a fine of not less than $500 
or by imprisonment for not more than 
ne year, or by both such fine and 
mprisonment.”

PLANNING TO MARKET 
SWEET POTATO CROP 


By M. C. Gay, Field Agent in Marketing, 
State Agricultural School, Athens, Ga. 


There has been considerable agitation 
with reference to the importance of 
gweet potatoes.as a food crop to help 
meet the present emergency. Since 
rather thorough investigations have 
been made by county agents and spe- 
cialists who work in the extension di- 
vision of the state college, during 
the past several months, I believe we 
are in position to give some sugges- 
which may be valuable with 
In the first 
place, it is useless to produce the crop 
and then let it decay. Last year, this 
state produced 7,540.000 bushels of 
sweet potatoes. Of this number it 
is safe to say that at least 3,500,000 
bushels actually rotted, and that a 
good part of the remainder was prac- 
tically wasted by improper storage and 
marketing practices. Therefore, if we 
should grow, say 20,000,000 bushels 
of sweet potatoes during the present 
season and follow the same methods 
of poner gar 4 the crop as we have in 
the past, the world would be very lit- 
tle better off for food leet gg the 
later winter and spring than it has 
been so far as this food commodity 
is concerned, and we would be worse 
off economically. 

In our work we have investigated 
every conceivable plan for keeping 
sweet potatoes, and we do not hesitate 
to say that the storage house as recom- 
mended by the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture is the best plan in 
the state, but our investigations have 
convinced us that the more nearly 
the department plan is followed the 
greater will be the success. 


Market for Sweet Potatoes. 


A great deal has been said with 
reference to a market for this crop. 
We might state just here that sufccess- 
ful marketing consists: of much more 
than finding a crop to market ‘and 
then securing a buyer for same. In 
order to market sweet potatoes suc- 
rn it is necessary that they 
should be stored properly, and then 
graded, packed and shipped properly. 
There are thousands of farmers in the 
state who would put in a good acre- 
age of sweet potatoes this year if they 
only knew there would be a market. 
We do not hesitate to state that there 
will be a market for all the sweet 
otatoes which are handled as we have 
ndicated above.

With each shipment we sent along 
recipes for cookin southern grown 
sweets southern atyle, so that the grocer 
could give out with each sale informa- 
tion with reference to preparing this 
commodity for the table. In addition 
to furnishing recipes direct to custom- 
ers we were able in some instances to 
induce the leading newspapers to write 
up the proposition and call attention to 
the scheme.

Svyffice 
to say just here that it worked much 
better than we had anticipated, and 
that doubtless the work will be carried 
on for some years to come. 

Just at this time, when.there is such 
a scarcity of foods of all kinds, and in 
view of the fact that the Irish potato 
crop jis short, and considering that the 
army .and navy will necessarily uge 
large quantities of the latter commod- 
ity, we believe now is the time for the 
southern farmer to put southern,grown 
sweets on the map. Once they are in- 
troduced properly to the people of the 
north and west they will hold their 
own.

Sweet Potato as a Food. 


As a food the sweet potato is very 
valuable when it is properly prepared. 
It may be interesting to note that one 
pound of sweet potatoes will produce 
570 calories. of. heat, whereas a pound 
of Irish potatoes will produce only 375. 

This information is given out at this 
time for the sole purpose of encour- 
aging the farmers of the state to put 
in a good acreage of sweet potatoes. 
We have tried to cover a good deal of 
the state and push this proposition, but 
since it is getting late in the season, we 
deem it advisable to make this appeal 
through the press. , 

The college is furnishing free of cost 
Plans and blue prints for the potato 
storage house.

PLANT SWEET POTATOES 
AS LATE AS JULY 


— 
(By C. L. Newman, Professor of Agri- 
culture North Carolina State College.) 
If the war continues for another year, 
the production of human food crops 
will be a serious problem not only in 
the south, but throughout the world. 


The northwest has annually been sup- 


lying the south with hundreds of mil- 
ions of dollars worth of food necessi- 
ties to feed the pepple of the south. 
The enormous quantities of food that 
the United States have been shipping 
to Europe must continue, and hardships 


jare inevitably coming if the war con- 


tinues six months longer. There is no 
crop grown in the south that will fur- 
nish as much food value per acre or 80 
cheaply as will the sweet potato. A dol- 
lar’s worth of sweet potatoes used as 
human food has practically double the 
food value of a dollar’s worth of wheat 
and corn. An acre of average land in 
sweet potatoes will produce more food 
than two acres of corn and more than 
four acres of wheat in the cotton belt.

‘In view of the scarcity of potash 
e recommend for sweet potatoes 
etween 600 and 1,200 pounds of fer- 
tiliser analyzing 8 to 10 per cent of 
Phosphoric acid, and 2 to 4 per cent of 
nitrogen. On very ‘thin land I would 
use the higher per cent of nitrogen, 
and on better land the lower per cent.”

lants should be set out in a permanent 
ocation, either in single rows closely 
spaced in the row or in rectangular 
‘beds. If in rows, horse cultivation is 
possible, but if in beds this will have 
to be done by hand. Remove some dirt 
with the plants and water well when 
transplanting second time. As celery 
thrives in cool, moist places, it will be 
benefited by partial shade during the 
hot days of August and September, 
though if well watered it can bé suc- 
cessfully grown without shade. Plac- 
ing on the north side of a building, 
where it will get the water from the 
eaves, will at once provide probably 
enough water, as well as shade. Then 
we have succeeded very well by setting 
them out on the northeast side of to- 
matoes that were trained to stakes; the 
watering which the celery demands 
will also be of benefit to the tomatoes, 
should the fall be dry. In the absence 
of rain or sub-irrigation by seepage, 
cele must be watered or the growth 
will de small and stalks too short to 
be of much value. Sa 

In some places drained swamp lands 


containing a high content of organic 
matter are often planted to celery, as 
it demards a fertile soil of this char- 
acter: however, in most of our gardens 
that have been heavily manured an- 
nually for from twenty to sixty years, 
the soil should be sufficiently rich to 
grow the crop. By the middle of Se 
tember the plants will be well estab- 
lished, and as cooler weatker comes on 
the growth will be more rapid. Soon 
after this more rapid growth begins, the 
Plants must be “handled.” | 
Bleaching and Winter Protection. 
Handling the plants is a term used 
by truck growers in referring to the 
craving up of the soil about the plants 
to aid in bleaching them. The several 
leaves are gathered together in one 
hand while soil is pulled about the 
Plant to hold the leaves in this close 
vertical position; when more growth 
is made the process is repeated or 
other methods of blanching may then 
be used. Where the plants are in sin- 
gle rows, wide boards may be Placed 
on edge at each side, these should be 
high enough to nearly hide the plants, 
as further growth will soon be made 
and the upper part of the leaves will 
not be blanched should much of this 
growth be above the boards. If the 
plants are wide apart, leaves or straw

The self-blanching varieties are so- 
called because the will blanch if 
closely planted. Celery will not be in- 
jured by frosts, but must be protected 
against freezing weather. is pro- 
tection may de given quickly dy 
throwing dirt over the tops with a 
plow; the plants will keep better, how- 
ever, if a layer of straw or leaves is 
Placed over the tops before the soil 
is put on. The thickness soil layer 
depends largely on localit The cel- 
ery will be available for use from 
about the middle of December and will 
be greatly appreciated during the holi- 
day season. 


PLANT LICE. 

Those who are having trouble with 
lice or aphides on their cabbage 
plants will do well to try one of the 
following remedies: Ons sound of fish- 
oil or laundry soap n from four to 
seven gallons of water or kerosene 
emulsion—one-half pound of soap dis- 
solved in one na He of rain water, 
emulaified by violently stirring with 
two gallons of kerosene or coal oil: 
one part of this emulsion with eight 
to ten parts of water makes a gé6od 
spray for lice, though if too strong, it 
will destroy the Plants as well. Lice 
are sucking insects and are killed by 
contact with the soap suds or oil 
emulsion. . 


INTERPLANTING IN COTTON. . 

Cotton has had such a slow start 
owing to the cool weather that it may 
be possible in regions where the boil 
weevil is not yet prevalent, to replant 
cotton with cotton and get fairly good 
results. However, where the weevil 
has made his presence felt, any cotton 
that is planted this late will 4 prac- 
tically ruined by the attacks of the 
weevil, though it is likely that all of 
us will have to find this out by our 
own personal experience. Under such 
conditions it would probably be Metter 
if we filled up the skips in our cot- 
ton rows by planting peanuts, sor- 
— or even corn, all of which wil! 
urnish feed for cattle and hogs this 
ceming fall. Inasmuch as this feed wil] 
cost us only the expense of seed and 
Planting, and as every foot of land 
ossible should be planted in feed or 
ood, this is a go way to help out 
in the present food crisis, though it is 
indirectly through live stock that the 
greatest help is given. These crops 
can be used for food also, or it might 
be as well to plant part of the skips 
to blackeyed peas.

Blackheads are oil 
glands | (“pores’’) obstructed by the natural 
oll of the skin (sebum) and more or less 
dust and debris. Pimples are produced by 
the infection of such obstructed oil giand 
@ucts by the ordinary pus-producing germs 
which are always present on the healthiest 
and cleanest skin. 

Diet, the regulation of the bowels by the 
use of proper food, and general hygiene are 
no more important in the treatment of acne 
than in the treatment of other minor ail- 
ments. 

Pastry, greasy foods, sweets, etc. have 
been excluded from the diet by good old 
doctors from away back yonder, for what 
reason and to what purpose nobody knows. 
And it is an unfailing trait of anility to 
suggest that the “child’s blood needs puri- 
fying’’—though what that means heaven only 
knows. Some of the purest, most perfect 
blood I have ever gazed at came from the 
veins of healthy young people with acne. 

Tanning or mild sunburn is one of the 
best remedies for acne, especially when com- 
bined with local antiseptic measures. Each 
pustule should be opened, after touching it 
with iodine, by pricking it with a needle 
which has just been flamed to sterilze it. 
The pus should be gently squeezed gut, and 
forcible pressure avoided. The face should 
then be bathed for several minutes with 
very hot water in which boric acid powder 
is dissolved, tablespoonful in the quart. Fol- 
lowing this, if possible, a sunbath of five to 
twenty minutes. All thie may be repeated 
every two or three days. 

At night a little one per cent ointment 
of ammoniated mercury may be gently 
rubbed in around each sore pimple, or the 
whole face bathed with this lotion, which 
is to dry on: 

Sulphate of zinc. 
Rose water 

Mix. Then add 
Sulphuretted potash ......half an ounce 
Rose water e two ounces 

In chronic cases of acne X-ray treatment 
is often curative. In any case a course of 
vaccine treatment, preferably vaccines pre- 
pared from the germs present in the indi- 
vidual case, is worth trying. The effect of 
vaccine treatment is slow—it manifests some 
weeks after the injections. The ultra-violet 
ray (Finsen, Kromayer or Alpine light) is 
about as effective as the X-ray.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Young Girl With Tuberculosis. 

1. Please advise about a young girl who 
developed tuberculosis eight months ago 
from overstudy and confinement in school 
room. 2. Is it necessary for such a patient 
to remain in bed as long as che has a tem- 
perature above 99? 3. Please tell me whether 
the department at Washington issues any 
free literature about tuberculosis. 

ANSWER—1. Probably confinement in 
the school room had everything to do with 
the development of the disease. The aver- 
age American indoor school room in the win- 
ter time is an ideal place for all respiratory 
troubles to develop, because it is too warm. 
2. As a general rule 4 tuberculosis patient 
should be taking absolute rest in bed in the 
open air when the temperature is above 99. 
However, your doctor is the judge. 3. Tes. 
Write public health service, Washington, 
D. C., and ask for literature about tubercu- 
losis. Also write to your state health depart- 
ment for free literature. 


Shall Fibroid Tumor Be Operated Upon? 

I am a woman 47 years of age. I enjoy 
excellent general health, but have gained 
about 5 pounds a year for the past five 
years. I now weigh 155 pounds, and am 5 
feet 5% inches tall. A physician tells me 
I have fibroids, and that I am a case for a 
surgeon. My legs swell a little at times 
above shoe tops, which the physician says 
is due to pressure of the tumors upon the 
veins. Do such tumors ever absorb spon- 
taneously? Should I submit to operation at 
once? (T. A. C.) 

ANSWER—If you have 10900 all the 
symptoms, there is scarcely a need ot opera- 
tion. Often fibroid tumors cause no serious 
trouble. Sometimes they disappear sponta- 
neously. If the health is greatly injured 
at any time later, then operation may be 
undergone. In themselves, the fibroid 
tumors are comparatively harmless, not 
poisonous or injurious to the general health 
like cancer. It is by producing excessive 
bleeding, inflammatory complications or 
other disturbancés from pressure upon other 
organs that fibroids may become dangerous.

Rumors Say Germany 
I Dickering With Spain 
For Use of Port of Cadiz 


Washington, June 2.—(Special.)—Rumors 
of diplomatic dickerings between certain 
prominent Spanish politicians and the German 
government looking toward the use by Ger- 
man trans-Atlantic liners of the Spanish 
seaport of Cadiz as a first apd last port of 
call at the conclusion of the world war, bring 
into high relief this great city of ancient 
and of eighteenth century Spain but a place 
of small importance in twentieth century 
commerce. The National Geographic society, 
from its Washington headquarters, issues 
an interesting bulletin on the physical as- 
pects of the Andalusian port. It says: 

“Although its importance began to wane 
when Spain’s colonial possessions began to 
diminish, and its commerce reached low- 
water mark following the destruction of 
Spanish trade with Cuba and Porto Rico as 
a result of the Spanish-American war, Cadiz 
still maintains a brave and beautiful front“ 
to world travelers. Situated on a narrow 
tongue of land which juts out from the 
Isle de Leon a distance of five miles, it seems 
a vewitable magic city with its tall, turreted 
hou all snow-white. It is said that every 


house -is white-washed at least once a year. 


A famous writer has said that the most 
fitting description of the port is the word 
‘white’ written with a white pencil on blue 
paper. 

“Cadiz is almost completely surrounded 
by water. To the west is the Gulf of Cadiz 
while to the north and east are the waters 
of ite beautiful Bay of Cadis, 30 miles in 
circumference.

The seventh regiment reserve engi- 
neers’ corps, which is being recruited 
in Atlanta and stationed temporarily at 
the camp at Woodward’s lumber yards, 
is now receiving men from all parts 
of the southeast into the camp, which 
was established about a week ago. It 
is expected that this week will be a 
banner week in the way of enlistments 
for the engineers’ corps. 

This regiment is one of nine regi- 
ments to be organized for railway 
service on the line of communication 
in France. These regiments will be 
sent to Europe as soon as they are 
thoroughly organized.

sane asylum. 

When all ordinary methods had failed 
to help the yeung woman, the nurse, a 
student of the power of suggestion, re- 
solved to try an experiment. Seizing on a 
moment when the patient was compara- 
tively quiet, the nurse began to kick and 
scream and shrieked to the mad girl: “You 
are my nurse. You must take care of me!” 

The insane girl fell into the mood and 


“Go to sleep, you naughty woman! You 
must rest! Go to sleep and I will nurse 
you.” 

The nurse then preterded sleep and the 
stricken girl sat watching her. By and Ly

Discussing this and similar cases, Dr. 
Albert Burr, 4 Chicago physician and 6 
specialist on nervous troubles, says: “Fear 
can affect functional organs of a patient so 
as to create insanity. 

“Certainly fear can cause vomiting, 
fainting and functional derangement. All 
these troubles and many others can be 
cured ‘by a healthy, positive nature, acting 
on a weak, negative personality. I find 
suggestion especially beipful in handling 
patients suffering from alcoholism, the 
nicotine habit and moral weaknesses. 

“We have many purely neurotic all- 


‘ments, which incite serious disease and 
even may cause deatl. There ia a recog- 


nized hysterical blindness, deafness, pa- 
ralysis and lameness. 

There are cases of deathlike trance, 
catalepsy and suspended animation, but 
they are all responsive to appropriate 
stimuli. In addition to these there is a 
multitude of habit and functional derange- 
ments amenable to treatment by manifold 
paychic Influences throrgb many forms of 
suggestion: also the epkfemeral. self-limited 
diseases, which get we': under any kind 
of treatment.“ 

Dr. Bernard Hollander, discussing this 
question in his brilliant work on the 
“Nervous Disorders of Women,” says: “The 
mind and will of the nervous patient are 
essentially weak and vacillating. Hence 


arises the necessity for the controlling in- 


fluences and guiding efforts of a will su- 
perior to her own. Most people lack the 


power of mental discipline. The mipd is 


constantly ‘wandering.’ 
“The mental condition of hysteria, the 


morbid doubts and fears of nervous ex- 


haustion, abnormal impulses, perverted 
habits and many other troubles are largely 


reason? An aversion to Friday the Lith 
is certainly one of the most universa! su- 
perstitions, and, in tracing it back, it is une 
of the oldest. 

And the superstition did not crow with- 
out foundation. To begin with, way back 
to the time of Pythagoras the number 
thirteen, as all numbers, was connected 
with fate. There is supposed to have been 
divinity in odd numbers in nativity, or 
death, or chance. 

Even/in the ... Norse Sagas there is a 
story about the ill-fated number thirteen. 
In mythology and fairy lore there were al- 
ways twelve gods or fairies, or some othér 
even number of them. When there was an 
odd number, the odd one brought some 
great message. This is partly the reason 
for the significance of thirteen as a fate

Woman's Need for 
Higher Equipment. 


Already in the large munitions fac- 
tories women are employed as willing 
workers. They are taking places in 
factories they have never taken before. 
and each day there is published the 
statement by some leading business 
man or employer of labor that the 
efficiency of women as workers is one 
of the cheerful aspects of the present 
crisis. In the matter of labor in in- 
dustrial institutions they have been 
tested in this section, at one time in 
Georgia seven-tenths of the employees 
in factories being women and indi- 
viduals still ungrown. But they have 
held only certain positions in these 
factories, and it still remains to be 
seen how well they will succeed in the 
event the conscription of the men will 
make a demand on women to take posi- 
tions in factories heretofore only oc- 
cupied by men. 

In the business world here in those 
corporations which have employed al- 
most exclusively men in their every 
department, the test is being made and 
the woman employee is giving a satis- 
faction that brings the heartiest in- 
dorsement from her employer, as !llus- 
trated in an interview in this depart- 
ment today with Mr. John Hockaday. 
vice president of the Southern Express 
company. 

Other.employers are commending the 
industry and spirit of the women they 
are engaging each day in the places 
of men, but they urge at the same time 
when the matter is discussed, that 
young women better equip themselves 
for work before actually going into it. 
The same condition applies to women 
as to men, in the matter of limited 
education or limited training, they de- 
clare. With the limited education a 
woman can go just so far. The prog- 
ress is too frequently limited by lack 
of more than elementary training, and 
she will find the woman, with less 
industry probably, and less of the real 
love of work, forge ahead of her in 
the higher positions where the train- 
ed mind is needed to meet the demands 
of work in higher grades. 

It is too often the case that the 
young woman keenly desirous of earn- 
ing her firet wage of being independ- 
ent, will leave school before she really 


mas te do so, thus limiting her career 


for life. Though the demand for the 
woman employee is great, it should 
not precipitate a condition of hasty 
untrained labor, but rather every wom- 
an should have the ambition to start 
out with the very best equipment she 
can possibly acquire. She must un- 
@erstand that the higher position calls 
for the higher equipment.

5 ‘pends not on past accomplishments, nor 


future achievement, but upon the work 
you actually do. 

Moreover, the Work is not selected 
by the members, but by the Red Cross 
through their chairmen, and if night 
shirts for sick soldiers are the obliga- 
tion of a committee, then the shirts, 
and not fancy sweaters, are to be 
made at the hour the committee meets. 
Mrs. H. M. Atkinson organized the la- 
dies of the Georgian Terrace hotel into 
an auxiliary for the Red Cross and 
they were assigned to make the ‘hos- 
pital night shirts. Very few of them had 
ever made a garment of the kind, but 
the work was prepared for them, ma- 
chines were brought to the hotel and 
established in the lounge room, and 
there a miniature factory has been 
going on successfully for weeks. 

The shirts are submitted to the ‘most 
critical directors, and a wrong stitch 
is detected ds surely as a government 
offense. The tapes must be applied in 
exactly the right way, and the tiny 
red cross which marks each garment 
must not be the tenth of an inch out 
of place. While some prove experts 
in the fashion of the apparently sim- 
ple garment, others are slow, though 
they may be artists in other lines. 
Members of the auxiliary are allowed 
to take their pieces of work to their 
room, eo that slow work during the 
meetings may be made up. 

There is still the call on the other 
side of the water for all hospital facili- 
ties, and while the heart of the wom- 
an workers of the moment in this 
country may be beating in anxiety for 
her own, there is the knowledge that 
the Red Cross will always make the 
right disposition of all garments: turn- 
ed over to them.

Hundreds of negroes are huddled into

child in the homes where the negro 
may be employed. 

How many housekeepers in Atlanta 
know where the butler who hands them 
breakfast has been housed all night?

“Troubles enough!” I hear the house- 
keeper say, who shirke trouble at her 
door, but this is a time when everybody 
may as well face every situation as it 
is.

The numerous enterprising towns be- 
tween Atlanta and Birmingham are 
ach putting up a stiff fight to have 
the great Bankhead highway routed 
their way. Certainly it is a prize worth 
fighting for, because it is to be a 
great trunk highway, not only between 
Atlanta and Birmingham, but between 
the west coast and the Atlantic. With 
the rapidly increasing use of motor 
vehicles, the development of such a 
highway is inevitable. It is not dif- 
ficult to foresee the day when pas- 
senger traffic between Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham will be carrfed on almost 
solely by automobile. The advantages 
of a town’s being located on the main 
highway now will, therefore, grow most 
appreciably in the immediate future, 
and there is apparently no limit to 
the possible development of automobile 
traffic. | 

Therefore, without considering the 
lécal benefits of good roads, it behooves 
every town between here and Birming- 
ham to make an effort to have itself 
located on the Bankhead highway. 


TOWNS MUST WORK 
TO GET HIGHWAY. 


While I do not know certainly, I be- 
lieve I can foretell with absolute cer- 
tainty exactly what towns will be lo- 
cated on the Bankhead highway. 

These towns will be those whose 
counties build a good road and build 
it first. In these days, to a motorist, 
the matter of a few miles extra is not 
weight against bad road conditions. 
The automobilist wants a road that 
he can travel over comfortably and 
certainly and with the least wear and 
tear upon his tires, his machine and 
himself. The county that builds such 
roads is going to get the traffic, 
whether it gets the Bankhead highway 
or not. Automobiles travel on roads 
and not names. 

These remarks are preliminary to

WORK IS NEEDED 
IN COBB COUNTY. 


From Cartersville to the Cobb coun- 
ty line the road is in pretty good 
Shape, but in Cobb county, as has been 
said before, a very considerable amount 
of work is needed. The strange part 
about this Cobb county road is that 
perhaps the worst part of the road lies 
between Marietta and the Chatta- 
hoochee river bridge, a stretch of road 
which is more traveled perhaps than 
any other stretch of the same length 
in Georgia. This road is terrifically 
rough for a short, frequently traveled 
interurban highway, and has been s0 
for months on end. 

Going from Atlanta to Birmingham, 
via the Tallapoosa route, one paeses 
over the finest pieces of public road in 


the south, which is the new concrete 


road from Bellwood avenue in Fulton 
county, to the Chattahoochee river 


bridge. 


Crossing ‘the river one hits Cobb 
county again, and another stretch of 
rough road. This road is very well 
graded and well constructed for a sand 
clay road, but it needs dragging very 
badly. A few days on this road with 


@ drag would work wonders. 


The road from the western Cobb 
county line to Douglasville is in pretty 
good condition, but from Douglasville 
to Villa Rica the drag is again badly 
needed.

ROAD ONLY FAIR. 
From Villa Rica to Temple the road 

is only fair, and could be picked up 

most apreciably Wth a little work. 

It seemed that the ultimate in bad 
roads had been reached in places along 
the stretch from Temple to Tallapoosa, 
though the road here is partly in fair 
condition, but going westward from 
Tallapoosa, especially after one crosses 
the state line into Alabama, the road 
is unspeakably rough; it winds back 
and forth all over the face of the earth 
and goes up and down small knolla, 
without the remotest semblance of 
grading, with such frequency that it 
all but makes one seasick. 

In the environs of Anniston the roads 
get better and continue good to Ashe- 
ville, from which point on to Birming- 
ham the condition has already been de- 
scribed. 

Except for the fact that there is, 
perhaps, not a great degree of choice 
between this road and the other con- 
testing routes, there is certainly small 
reason, for the greater part of the 
route, to recommend its selection. 

One of the proposed routes for the 
Bankhead highway goes by way of 
Cedartown, the Alabama end of this 
route being for the most part the same 
as that traversed from Birmingham to 
Rome, and is in aproximately the same 
condition as the road to Rome. From 
Cedartown, however, if one comes 
straight through to Atlanta by way of 
Dallas, roads of the roughest charac- 
ter are again encountered until one 
arrives at Austell, from which point to 
Atlanta the condition has been shown. 
If one comes to Atlanta from Cedar- 
town, by way of Cartersville, another 
extremely rough stretch of road must 
be traversed to Cedartown, from which 
point into Atlanta the road condition 
has already been set forth. 


BIRMINGHAM TRIP 
WELL WORTH WHILE. 


The week-end trip to Birmingham. is 
supremely worth the making, and it is 
physically possible to make it over any 
of the routes indicated, but under pres- 
ent road conditions, the route by Rome 
is by far the more preferable. Follow- 
ing rains, it woud be hazardous to un- 
dertake the trip by any other than the 
Rome route. 

There are two very simple and com- 
paratively inexpensive things which the 
counties which these several routes 
traverse can do to improve their high- 
ways and to encourage tourist traf- 
fic as well as commercial traffic by 
motor. 

One of these is, without striking a 
lick of work at changing a grade or 
building a surface, simply to use a 


does not involve any tremendous out- 
lay of money, and such a drag will 
smooth out the ruts in Georgia and Al- 
abama red clay so that in a few days 
traffic will beat the roadbed down into 
a hard, smooth surface ‘which will 
last all summer. A single drag can, 
in this manner, improve five or six 
miles of road in a day. 

The other thing which ought to be 
done is to put up sign posts at every 


roads and at street corners in towns, 
so that a traveier may readily find the 
way to his destination. Unless one 
knows the road from Atlanta to Bir- 
mingham, for instance, it is necessary 
for the driver to stop and inquire the 
way fifteen or twenty times, frequently 
having to drive for a mile or more be- 
fore anybody gives the interesting in- 
formation that “he is on the wrong 
road!” Road signs, except in a very 
few localities, are not to Ke found be- 
tween Atlanta and Birmingham, espe- 
cially ᷑ver the Tallapoosa route. To 
put up these signs is algo a simple 
and inexpensive bit of enterprise, 
which is greatly appreciated by the 
stranger and which undoubtedly leaves 
in his mind a pleasant impression of 
the character of the people who live 
by the roadside. 

However, the foregoing remarks and 
observations are not to be construed 
as indicating that a week-end motor 
trip to Birmingham brings one back 
home with a chronic grouch. Far be 
it! e trip to Birmingham is fraught 
with a wealth of interest and pleasure. 


TRIP REQUIRES 
ABOUT TEN HOURS. 


By getting an early start, say 6 
o’clock Sunday morning, one arrives in 
Birmingham, after fairly leisurely 
driving, about 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, and in plenty of time to “spruce 
up” a bit and get out and see the won- 
ders of the city. 

Incidentally, you lunch at Anniston 
or Gadsden, according to the route you 
choose. 

You will not have been in Birming- 
ham long before you are apprised of 
the fact that this is “the city with a 
payroll of a million a week,” and Bir- 
mingham looks it! Atlanta and Bir- 
mingham, according to the most avail- 
Able information, have not upon occa- 
sions been averse to giving each other 
a jab in the ribs, but, however all 


Birmingham to pieces and put it back 
together again, so to speak, you will 
come back with a very wholesome re- 
spect for your neighbor city. 

The business district is very attrac- 
tive, and studded with sky-s@apers— 
you will soon learn that one of them is 
twenty-seven stories high, which is 
higher than any in Atlanta—and the 
streets are wide and commodious. 

And, too, one will travel far, pay 
more and stop in hotels less magnificent 
and luxuriously equipped than the Tut- 
wiler, a very wonderful tavern, indeed! 

By all means take a trip up the 
smooth, inviting drives of Red Moun- 
tain, and havé a look at the panorama 
of the city below. Take a run through 
the broad winding avenues of the High- 
lands and look at some real mansions. 
Shades mountain will make you wish 
you owned a house there. 


WONDERFUL SIGHTS 
AT STEEL MILLS. 


Then have a look at the steel works 
at Bessemer and see how long it takes 
you to convince yourself that the thing 
is as big as it looks. Or, if you haven't 
the time to go to Bessemer, there is a 
small edition of steel mills right in the 
city. ‘You will be lucky if you can, see 
the mills making a “run” at night. It 
is a wonderful sight. 

Then you want to take a look at Bir- 
mingham's union station. There is 80 
much to see that it is difficult to say 
what to take in and what to leave out, 
but if you are in doubt, call up Mr. 
Blanks Everett, general manager of 
the Birmingham Chamber of Commerce, 
a most amiable gentleman, full of good 
advice and cordial welcome for strang- 
ers within the gates of Birmingham. 
The road to Birmingham is a contin- 
uous unfolding of wonderful purple 
mountains and green valleys, studded 
with beautiful dairy farms, with their 
clean, white buildings and little blue 
lakes. Every hilicrest is refreshing to 
mind and soul. 

Then there are numerous pleasant lit- 
tle stops along the way.

An automobile tour by print, how- 
ever, is always a more or less unsat- 
isfactory mode of sight-seeing.

Motor Car Supporto Steel Sig- 


nal Tower. 


(From Popular Mechanics Magazine.) 

For the use of the signal corps in the 
field, a folding steel obsrvation tower 
installed upon an armored motor car 
has been built by two eastern inventors 
and given a preliminery try-out by mili- 
tary men. It provides a vantage point 
for a signal offiger or observer, and 
may be used also to carry radio aerials, 
A small platform, with room for one 
soldier and a machine gun, is flxed at 
the top of the mast, which is about 25 
feet in height when erected. As con- 
stituted at present, no shield is provid- 
ed to protect the observer from snipers, 
but such a device could easily be added 
if use were made of the equipment near 
enemy lines. One of the outstanding 
features of the arrangement is that the 
tower can be transported from one point 
to another quickly. When it ig te be 
moved, only @ moment is required to 
fold the mast back so that its height 
is reduced nearly one-half. The tower 
is of stanch construction, designed to 
withstand hard usage. When erected. 
the middle section is locked firmly by 
a large pin. Two guy wires, and stéel 
braces that may de folded down to the 
ground on either side of the car, also 
hold it against movement when obser- 
vations are being made or signals Wi- 
wagged from the elevated platform,

“OLD LETTER WRITTEN 


BY MRS. JEFF DAVIS. 


In times of stress and danger the 
women of the south have ever proven 


their right to a place among the he- 


role figures of history. No issue has 
ever been too stringent, no burden too 
great for them to face and to bear. And 
the beautiful memory of it all is the 
noble silence of those women who gave 
the most. They asked nothing in return, 
preferring to give all that they could 
give without hope of recompense other 
than that their men do their best for 
the south. 

Printed in the following columns is 4 
letter written to The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion in 1893 by Mrs. Jefferson Davia, 
wife of the president of the Confed- 
eracy. It gives testimony to the scope 
of the sacrifices the women of her 
day and time were forced to make— 
gacrifices which circumstances forced 
them to make, and which patriotism 
and undying devotion to the cause forced 
them to proffer willingly. 

Is it any wonder that the armies of 
the south performed such miracles of 
warfare in those days when it is retold 
that thousands upon thodsands of them 
went into battle under flags made from

the silken dresses of their sweethearts 
and wives? 

What would the women of today think 
if they were forced to turn to the in- 
digenous materia medica for medicines 
for the sick and wounded—for their 
own children and for themselves. There 
is no possibility that the midst of the 
present war will see the péople of this 
country in any such emergency. al- 
though there has e 2 great shortage 


of chemicals and cle oe mpounds 
to date. There is mete | elihood that 


our women of today will have to make 
any. ot, the little sacrifices of clothing 
and fineries dear to their hearts women 
of the civil war had to make. Sut 
each woman must make some small sac- 
rifice to the country in the present issue 
of war, and the retelling of the: lean 
days of the civil war should be of in- 
terest by the comparison. 

Perhaps many of our women will 
make again most as great sacrifice, for 
many will send sons, husbands or sweet- 
hearts to the firing line to do and per- 
haps die for their country. Their sac- 
rifice will be as silent and as brave as 
the sacrifice of the civil wartime moth- 
ers and wives and sweethearts. Grief 
will grip their hearts with the same 
tightened tendons,’ and in their throats 
will he the same lone cry which sob- 
bed in the throats of the women of the 
Old South and today is aching the 
throats of the womanhood of Europe, 
but there will be no outcry. 

The spirit of the women of the south 
is “So be it.” If suffer they must, their 
prayer has ever been that God grant 
them the strength to endure silently, so 
that their burden may not be added 
to the burdens of others. Their spirit 
is a sermon to the young men of the 
south such as no divine could deliver. 


It is more than a promise—it is the 


fulfillment of a promise. 

Mrs. Davis’ letter, here reprinted, 
tells vividly of the life of the domestic 
woman of civil war times. She speaks 
so easily and naturally of the almost 
unbelievable oceurrences which were 
the order rather than the exception of 
the day, that it is hard for one to 
realize hardly more than half a century 
has elapsed since those brave women 
sat spinning at their looms silk taken 
from their own dresses to make the 
flags for their soldiers to carry into 
battle,.or searched the woods for herbs 
to make tea for company or medicine 
for the children, as the case might have 
been. 

Mrs. Davis' letter, reprinted in full, 
from an old issue of The Constitution 
follows: 


HOUSEHOLD MEMORIES 
BY MRS. DAVIS. 

It, often seems, owing to changing 
conditions, and circumstances, that if’ 
the story of our generation is to be 
saved from oblivion, the only way is to 
“perpetuate testimony,” as lawyers do 
in great cases where the witnesses 


already standing on the threshold of 


another world, before they fall silent 
into eternity, “to the best of their 
knowledge and belief,“ give the exact 
truth as they saw it and know it. 

For this reason my testimony is of- 
fered here as to the character of those 
women of my section who labored, 
suffered and prayed together during 
the war between the states. 

In the old time in the south our men 
had an idea—perhaps an erroneous one 
—that every woman should be se- 
questered within her domestic sphere. 

Every southern woman shivered at 
the sight of her. name in a newspa- 
per, even if her virtues had been made 
manifest by eulogy. To her it was 
notoriety, not notability. 

Her husband, in a measure, felt that 
his wife was trodden under the feet 
of men, and his privacy violated when 
his wife did anything to elicit com- 


ment from the public; he did not fear 
criticism being written upon her, for 


with the perpetrator of this he felt 
able to deal in a summary manner. 

When this peine forte et dure began 
to afflict the women, their powers of 
endurance were at once demonstrated 
to the world. 

The harbors were 
blockade. No eupplies of 
could be imported. The time came 
when the stock of cloth, shoes, medi- 


eines, machinery—indeed, of almost 
everything necessary to ‘civilized peo 


'ple—was nearly exhausted. The south 
had proved agriculture to be the most 
profitable employment, and had never 
fostered manufactures; besides, her 
operative classee were not suited to 
the care, of machinery. 

Now the people found themeelves 
confronted with new problems which 
they must learn to solve, All these 
needs must be supplied by the women. 

The store each family possessed 
themselves, of quinine and such other 
drugs as were needful for the dis- 
eases of a warm climate, was gradu- 
ally relinquished fer the use of the 
soldiers. 
sible. Quinine had deen proclaimed 
by the blockaders “contraband ot 
war.’ 

The women turned undaunted to the 
indigenous materia medica. Decoc- 
tions of willow bark, of dewberry root, 
orange flowers and leaves, redpepper 
tea, and other “tisanes” took the place 
of the drugs. 

One heart-broken woman wrote to 
her husband: “Twenty grains of 
quinine would have saved our two 
children; they weré too nauseated to 
drink the bitter willow tea and they 
are now at rest and I have no one te 
work for but you. Do you think of 
coming, I am well and strong and am 
not dismayed, I think day and night n 
of your sorrow. I have their little 
graves near me.”

The expenditures for a period 
of two years in paving, surfacing and 
grading between Detroit and Miami 
have topped the $6,000,000 mark. The 
counties will expend more than half 
this amount in the next twelve months 
in bringing it nearer the completed 
road. 

Detreit te Cincinnati. 

The Detroit to Cincinnati link of the 
Dixie highway, as @ whole, occupies a 
more advanced position of improve- 
ment than any other division of the 
highway Out of a mileage of 263.6, 
approximately 115 miles is now paved 
with brick or concrete, 16 miles with 
asphalt and the remaindeg with mac- 
adam, rock or gravel, Much of the 
macadam is asphalt or oll treated. Ac- 
cording to the plans for improvement 
this year, 82.7 miles of permanent 
highway will be added this summer, 
The year of 1918 will see less than 65 
miles on this entire division of high- 
way to be paved, if the present pro- 
gram is carried out. 

From Cincinnati to Richmond, Ky.. 
practically the entire mileage of old 
macadam or gravel road will be resur- 
faced this year. Eight and one-half 
miles of concrete road have been c- 
structed in Kenton county. Boone 
county voted bonds and repews the toll 
gates in use for seventy-two years. The 
mileage of the Dixie highway if Boone 
and the lower end of Kenton counties, 
the rough sections in Grant and Scott 
counties, will be resurfaced this year. 
A free high bridge across the Kentucky 
river at the Fayette and Madison county 
line is being strongly agitated. The 
surfacing has been extended from Rich- 
mond, through Berea, to the Rockcagtie 
line, with the work well under way to- 
ward Mt. Vernon, the county seat of 
Rockcastle, giving assurance of a well- 
surfaced road from Cincinnati to the 
Cumberland mountains by fall. 

When the Dixie highway was first 
launched the eastern division from 


Richmond, Ky., practically to Knoxville, 


Tenn., was on paper. Sections of the 
highway between Knoxville and Chat- 
tanooga were travelable only in dry 
weather. Today out of a4 mileage of 300 
from Berea, Ky., to Chattanooga, only 
22 miles remain to be graded and 90 
miles of newly graded road to be sur- 
‘faced. With a completed highway as- 
sured from Corbin to Cumberland Gap 
all of the bridges in, the grading 


five-mile gap at the 88 100 Rock- 
castle line is the enly obstruction to 
a travelable eastern division by late 
tall. The fiscal courts are to meet in 
conference and a satisfactory settle- 
ment of routing is expected. Claiborne 
county is. completing ita mileage from 
Cumberland Gap toward Maynardeville. 
Union county has 60 per cent of the 
highway finished, with the bridges in 
and the necessary funds to complete 
the highway to the Knox county line. 
The highway between Knoxville and 
Chattanooga will be well surfaced 
throughout by the middle of the sum- 
mer. 
Chattancega te Atlanta. 

Between Chattanooga and Atlanta 
there remain fourteen miles of the high- 
way to be surfaced. This mileage is 
between Columbus and Cartersville, in 
Gordon and Bartow counties. The chain- 
gang has started to work on the Bar- 
tow county link, with the promise of 
completion by early summer. Gordon 
county has given the assurance that 
their mileage will be surfaced. 

Between Atlanta and Macon the high- 
way has been designated as the first 
federal aid project. The counties will 
at least resurface their highway this 


‘summer. 


From Atlanta to „ nad over the 
old Capitol route via Latonton, Madison 
and Milledgeville, the greater portion 
of the highway is of sand-clay, well 
maintained ia the summer months, From 
Bavanneh to Jacksonville minor im- 
provements have deen made. This out- 
ing is now trayvelable. 

From Jacksonville to Miami along the 
eastern division the few remaining 
stretohes are being rapidly surfaced and 
by fall of this year practically a doule- 
vard will be provided the entire mileage. 

A new bridge has recently been con- 
structed across the river at Stuart. A 
movement is under way looking to the 
construction of a new bridge over the 
St. Johns river at Jacksonville. 

Along the central division between 
Macon and Jacksonville the counties, 
as well as the terminal cities and the 
more important towns, such as Fitsger- 
ald and Waycross, are concentrating 
on the section of the highway between 
Waycross and Jacksonville. The citi- 
ens of Jacksonville brought about a 
temporary improvement of the road 
from the St. Marys river to Jackson- 
ville. Duval will pave the balance of 
her mileage on this road, and will en- 
deavor to assist Nassau in providing 
a sand-clay surface to the St. Marys 
river. The bridge over St. Marys river 
has been completed. An effort is being 
made to secure federal aid for Charlton 
and Pierce counties just north of the 
river. A movement has been started 
in Ware county for a million-dollar 
bond issue, which will enable the coun- 
ty to pave the entire mileage of the 
highway. Bibb county next year, ac- 
cording to the present program. will 
pave the mileage of the highway south 
of Macon. :

Progress along the western division | n0oga4, 
between Chicago and Tallahassee. a dis- 


tance of 1,152 miles, has been keeping 
pace with that of the eastern division. 
In two years the mileage of natural 
trail has been reduced to 28, and the 
unsurfaced road mileage to 141. By 
November there will be completed at 
least 76 per cent of the entire new road 
between Nashville and Chattanooga. 
The routing of this division previously 
existed only on paper. This completed 
section, with a short detour which may 
temporarily. be required, will afford 
tourists to Florida this winter a cross- 
ing of the Cumberland divide. Between 
Chicago and Tallahassee there are today 
94 miles of permanent road, 38 miles 
of asphalt, 578 miles of macadam, rock 
or gravel, and 276 miles of sand-clay 
or chert surfacing, 

The remainder of the 650 miles. of 
the western division between Tallahas- 
see and Miami, via Gainesville, Ocala, 
Arcadia, Fort Meyer and Marco has 
shown greater progress than any other 
similar mileage of road in the United 
States. Over 190 miles of the moat 
southern section of this division ex- 
tends through the famous Dverglades 
of Florida, calling for extremely diffi- 
cult and expensive road and canal con- 
struction. Starting with less than 10 
per cent in traveling condition two 
years ago, a well-surfaced road from 
Tallahassee to Fort Meyer isin sight by 
January 1. Within a year from that 
date a well-surfaced road will de ex- 
tended through Marco and across the 
state to Miami. 

On the entire western division from 
Chicago to Miami via Tallahassee and 
Marco, a mileage of 41.802, there has 
been expended and bonds b in ex · 
ceas of $5,500,000, 

By fall of this year more than 60 
per cent of the mileage in the state of 
Tilinots will be of concrete, brick or 
asphalt. 
by W. G. Bden, president of the Illinois 
Highway Improvement association, that 
the Dixie highway be p nently im- 
proved by the close of 1918 has been 
temporarily held up by the failure of 
two/counties to carry bond issues.

In Indiana the entire mileage con- 
sists of macadam, rock or gravel road, 
with the exception of 20 miles of per- 
manent improvement. With the re- 
surfacing to be carried on this year 
there will not be a mile of the Dixie 
highway in this state which cannot be 
traveled at any time of the year. 

In Kentucky on the western divi- 
sion between Louisville and Nashville 
approximately ten miles remain to be 
surfaced. This division was used by 
thousands of tourists last year. The 
section between Cave City and Bowling 
Green, where the, unsurfaced mileage 
exists, has been included in the first 
federal aid project to be taken up by 
the state highway department. |

aid. An enabling act by the last Ten- 
nessee legislature permitted Marion 
county, where the most difficult and 
expensive work has deen necessary, to 
vote a bond iesue of $160,000 on July 
7. In order to further lighten Marion 
county’s burden of constructing 44 
miles, most of which is mountain road, 
President Allison secured the annexa- 
tion of a narrow strip through Suck 
Creek Gorge, by Hamilton county, 
thereby transferring the construction 
of four miles of expensive road to the 
wealthier county. If the $160,000 bond 
issue carries, with the state ald promised 
Marion county, ample funds will be 
provided to remove the last of many 
obstructions te the completion of the 
western division of the highway in 
Tennessee, 

Three counties are not at work on 
their mountain construction. On both 
sides of the Cadmberland mountain the 
forces at work grading the highway 
are within a mile of the top of the 
mountain. Hamilton county will have 
the @uck Creek road travelable within 
lees than ninety days. 

South of Chattanooga the Dixie high- 
way as far as Rome, Ga., will be well 
surfaced road within thirty days, which 
will mark the completion of the work 
in Chattooga county south of Taylor's 
ridge. From Rome to the junction 
north of Cartersville, Ge., of the east- 
ern division te Atlanta, a well graded 
but unsurfaced road is provided 
through Bartow county between Rome 
and Cartersville. Bartow county has 
given assurance from time to time 
that this would be surfaced. The state 
highway department his designated a 
road from Rome through Summerville 
to the Alabama line for federal aid. 

Macon te Tallahassee. 

At Macon, where the western divi- 
sion leaves the eastern, a good sand- 
“elay road is provided for the entire 
mileage to Tallahassee. This sand-clay 
road suffered with all selections of simi- 
larly surfaced roads in Georgia from 
the excessive winter rains, and for 
two or ee of the winter months was 
in very rough condition. 

From Tallahassee to Gainesville, Jef- 
ferson and Madison counties are pro-

Polk 
county, with 44 miles of this link of 
the highway, voted $1,825,000 for sand 
asphalt roads. 

One of the most stupendous .under- 
takings in the way of difficult road con- 
struction attempted by any state is 
the building of the Dixie highway 
through the NDverglades of Fiorida, 
across the state from Fort Meyer to 
Marco, thence east to Miami, joining 
the eastern and western divisions, and 
completing the loop around the state of 
Florida. The funds for this work 
which will be carried on in conjunction 
with the construction of canals for 
Grainage of the Everglades, have been 
provided. Land dredges are now at 
work excavating for the canals, and 
throwing up the suitable material for 
the construction of the road bed. At 
least two years will de required for the 


links of the highway between Taila- 
hassee and Jacksonville and from Ar- 
cadia on the western division, to Jupi- 
ter, on the eastern division, are also 
being improved. Following a survey of 
road construction completed or under 
way, of bond issues voted, which in 
practically every instance specify the 
roads to be improved, together with the 
plans being worked out for a state 
system of roads, the state of Florida 
will have a network of 8,000 miles of 
well-improved highway by the fall of 
1918. It will then be possible to reach 
any point in Florida without difficulty. 

Michigan can de depended on to pro- 
vide within two years a Dixie highway 
every mile of which has been surfaced 
and many miles of it permanentliy im- 
proved under the lfberal provisions of 
the state highway department in offer- 
ing. double reward on trunk lines of 
roads built of concrete. Seventy per 
cent of the mileage around the Michi- 
gan loop will have been surfaced by 
the fall of this year. With the excep- 
tion of several stretches of sand, tour- 
ists this summer will have little or 
no difficulty in reaching any point on 
the highway. At a recent meeting of 
the representatives of Saginaw, Gen- 
nessee and Oakland counties, at Flint, 
a movement was set on foot for the 
construction of a concrete road through 
these counties, which will provide a 
permanently-improved highway from 
Detroit to Bay City, ® distance of 118 
miles; connecting up the important 
titles of Detroit, Pontiac, Flint, Sagi- 
naw and Bay City.
